The Boston and Albany

the market, hundreds of cattle, sheep 
and hogs were-ort hand.. 


A force of volunteers aided all the 


employees'; who could be got togeth- 
er, and; scores-of men led: animals to 
the entrances and,:released them. 


The fire started In the , four story 


frame Structure'-of the New England 
Rendering company'and 
spread 
so 


quickly that1 withl a half, hour 
walls ollapsed and the huilding 
level wltlt'the 'ground.

reached such dangerous proportions' 
that a second alarm. was skipped and 
a third rung In 10' minutes after the 
first.

Four cars on the railroad tiacks in 


the abattoir were soon destroyed, on- 
ly the trucks /standing. 
No cattle 


were In them and.it is believed that 
all were safely taken out. 


The cattle shed, a three story build- 


ing 125 feet long, was swept by fire. 
The wind blew toward the 
Charles 


river, which nabled the firemen to 
save the neighboring tenement 
dis-

bank. When I first began to use th 
bank's money 1 was successful, bu 
after that 1 lest. 
It preyed on m; 


mind'Siid three years ago I began ti 
try to get caught e.u as to have it al 
over. 


"Two years ago I deliberately wen 


away and remained -most of the sum 
mer, hoping that the condition of the 
books would lie discovered. 


"I left glaring errors behind in 


way to attract attention, but the; 
were overlooked, and 1 returned tr 
Southbridge disappointed to lind no 
notice had been taken of what I iiad 
ntended.to be an exposure. 
."Another time I went lo^ Boston am 


remained three days, leaving papeVs 
aud glaring entries in my books which 


blind man could .hardly have over- 


ooked. I expected every rnqmeni to 
hear that the whole thing had. been 
revealed, but when I 
returned 
to 


Southbridge nobody seemed tc have 
made any discovery, and so it went 
along. 1 hoped and expected that the 
discovery would be made. 


"I suffered keenly all of that time. 


It weighed on my mind all of 
the 


time. For two years I have tried to 
have some one examine the books, I 
have made personal application to the 
bank directors to have the books ex- 
amined, 'and I have talked the matter 
over tliiie and again, but It is true 
that aside from my anxiety to .have 
the books examined I gave no hint of 
their condition, as I did not have the 
courage to confess. 
:,'.'Several years ago a relative and I 
made $40,000 each in the .South sta- 
tion deal in Boston. 
It was a capital 


investment and the profit wns large, 
compared with the amount Invested. 
After this, when other Investments 
offered I took them on an'a made a 
small profit. 
Then I developed a 


losing streak, which has bung to me. 


"I patronized Boston and New York 


brokerage houses to some extent, los- 
ing many times where I thought profit 
was certain. I took little sums from 
the bank at flrat to finance fresh In- 
vestments In the hope of retrieving 
my fortune. 
Then from bad, tilings 


went to worse. 
• 


"No one seemed to take an interest 


In the bank. No questions were asked 
and the thing went on from year to 
year. 


"It was easy to get.the money. Be- 


ing 'a good fellow' cost me lots of 
money. 
It was one of my principal 


failings. 
Money came easy, but It 


went-easier. Investments were easy 
to find,, but It was hard to make them 
pay. 


"The hardest thing to do was to get 


caught. I tried different methods. I 
urged President Paige that the books 
of every bank should be examined > no 
matter in how good shape the bank 
appeared to be. I'made the same re- 
quest and argument to other bank of- 
ficials.

"AH this time I suffered mentally as
